Dentist Chisolm Tried to 
Strangle Mrs. Maddox. 


WASN'T AT HOME TO HIM. 


PROMINENT PERSONS SHE DECLARES HE WANTS TO 


MARRY HER. 


Had Not Bystanders Interfered the 
Woman Would Have Been Bad- 
~ ly Used by Her Ad- 
' mirer. 


Edmund S. Chisolm of $351 Olive street, a 
dentist, £9 yvears old, who looks like Bill 
Nye, and has a wife in New York City, as- 
saulted and attempted to strangle Mrs. 
Clara Maddox of 206 Lucas avenue at 
Twenty-ninth an] Lucas avenue Sunday 
night and was arrested. Bystanders went 
to the resveue of Mrs. Maddox when it 
seemed that the dentist was trying to kil 
her. 

Mrs. Maddox is a comely’ young widow, 
the mother of two children, and conducts 
a boarding house. She also keeps Chis 
olm’s books. She says the doctor wants to 
marry her, and he declares that he loves 
her. 

The dentist was arrested, but he was not 
detained at the police station because Mrs. 
Maddox preferred not prosecuting him to 
incurring the inconvenience and notoriety 
of appearing against him in court. 


_ 


The street scene occurred about 7 ™., 
and was sensational in the extreme. Mrs. 
Maddox screamed ‘‘murder”’ and ‘“police’”’ 
and a great crowd collected. When the by- 
standers rescued her she ran into the house 
at 2900 Lucas avenue for further protéction 
and remainel there until the officer who 
arrested the dentist asked her to go to the 
Station and make a charge against her as- 
sailant. The dentist was hustled to the 
prison in a patrol wagon. 

The Street scene was a climax to a dra- 
matic episode at the boarding house, which 
Mrs. ‘Maddox described to the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday morring. 

“Mr. Chisolm wants to marry me,” she 
said, ‘‘and he has repeatedly asked niy con- 
sent, saying he would secure a divorce If 
I would agree to become his wife. My rela- 
tions with han were those & ye a 
employer. I have Kept his books for some 
time to increase my income. He called on 
me frequently. I gave him permission to 
call Saturday. evening. He had not ar- 
rived at 9 o’clock and I went out to visit a 
lady friend. I understand that he called 
again later In the evening when I was not 
at home, He called again Sunday even- 

My boarders were at supper when the 
ang. I went to the door.” 

According to Mrs. Maddox the dentist was 
greatiy excited and apparently’ in an un- 
natural state of mind, a state which she 
had seen him in before. He was leaning 
against the door jam. She says he de- 
manded in dramatic tones to know where 
she had been the evening before. Mrs. Mad- 
dox explained. What follows is as related 
by Mrs. Maddox. 

“You He,’ cried the dentist. 

Mrs. Maddox implored him to cease such 
conduct and reminded him of the boarders, 
who were in hearing. The click of the 
knives and forks and the rattle of dishes 
had suddenly subsided. The dentist had 
auditors. He passed an uncomplimentary 
opinion on the. boarders and swept past 
Mrs. Maddox, and into the house. In the 
Maddox house the dining room is at the 
far end of the hall, It is entered through 
folding doors, which are draped with por- 
tieres. 

Like Armand says about Camille in the 
play, the dentist shouted, as he rushed 
through the hall, that he would publish Mrs. 
Maddox's conduct to the company. 

He reached the folding doors, then, as 
Lawrence Hanley used to doin “The P) 
er,’ the dentist tore the portieres asi 
and shrieked: 

‘Know ye all that this woman——” 

But here a male boarder jumped up and 
pulled the doors to, in the face of the his- 
trionic dentist. shutting off the oration, 
Mrs. Maddox grabbed the dentist and led 
him out of the house. She gays that to 
get him away from the house and to pre- 
serve her boarders’ peage of mind, she was 
obliged to walk down street with him. 

They turned into Twénty-ninth a@treet and 
she considered her mis&ion successfuily ac- 
complished. She then toki the dentist that 
she would return home and would talk to 
him at some future time, when he should 
have become more calm. The dentist would 
not hear to that propusit! on and again de- 
manded an explanation of Mrs. Maddox's 
absence from home on Saturday evening, 

Mrs. Maddox insisted on going and turned 
to depart. The dentist siezed her by the 
throat and pressed her against the wall 
of the Stoddard School, which is on the 
corner. 

Mrs. Maddox screamed. Men and women 
came runni to the struggling pair. Two 
men broke the dentist's strangle hold and 
Mrs. Maddox fled across the street to the 
house at 2900 Laicas avenue. Officer Cos- 
grove arrested the dentist. 

The dentist was hors du combat Monday 
morning. 
room, back of his office, and was lly 
arrayed in street clothes. All the lliger- 
ency of Sunday night had left him. He 
spoke kindly and respectfully of Mrs. Mad- 
dox. 

“T have loved her devotedly for three 
years and have aided her in the manage- 
ment of her affairs with advice and phil- 
osophy. I do not know why she screamed, 
I did not want to hurt her.’ 

The dentist sald his recollection of the 
events of the previous night were hazy.

THEY BLOW OPEN THE EXPRESS 
SAFE AND ESCAPE. 


Train Stopped at a Lonely Station 
Near Which the Bandits Had 
Camped and Made Prepara- 
tion for Several Days. 


LOS ANGBHELDBS, Cal., Sept. 11.—The west- 
bound Southern Pacific express, which was 
held up and robbed by four bandits near 
Cochis, Ariz., Saturday night, arrived here 
on time. The express car is a wreck and 
Shows the effect of the dynamite used by 
the robbers. How much they secured is not 
known, but the amount !s not believed to be 
in excess of $10,000. Mail Clerk C. B. Adair, 
who is a special baggageman, talked freely 
about the hold-up. He said: 

“We were juet ready to pull out of Co- 
chis, when a door of the car was thrust 
open and a man with a black mask cov- 
ered me with his rifle and yelled ‘Throw up 
your hands!" Instead of throwing up my 
hands, I jumped back into the car. He 
commanded me to come out and you can bet 
that I did. 

“The next thing I knew wes that I wae 


standing on the platform in line with the 
station agent, mail clerk, flreman and en- 
gineer. They made us all hold up our 
hands, and while one of the _ robbers 
searched us the others covered us with 
their guns. Then they blew up the safe 
with dynamite, taking plenty of time for 
the work. 

“After they got through plundering the 
car they told us we would better not go 
away for 15 minutes and they started to 
walk back toward Cochis. Just as they left 
some one fired five shots. These were the 
only ones fired during the hold-up.” 

Mail Clerk C. R. ‘McEwing tells substan- 
tially the same story as Adair. Neither of 
them knew how much money was taken.

WILL EXTRACT BY MAGNETS 


Edison’s Means to Add $800,000,000 
to the World’s Supply of the 
Yellow Metal. 


NEW YORK, Sept. lh Thomas A. E4- 
ison says in an interview that his new 


electrical apparatus for extracting gold 
from sand by means of magnets, which 
has led to the purchase of a large tract 
of mining land in New Mexico, $s his great- 
est invention.

The westbound train is due to reach Co- 
chise at 11:10 p. m. A half hour before 
its arrival, four heavily armed men, who 
had been camping in the vicinity a day 
or two and passing themselves off as hay 
cutters, stalked into the agent's office. He 
was working the instrument at the time, 
and as he looked up his eyes met the muz- 
zies of six-shooters in the hands of two 
of the men. 

The two other men immediately turned 
their attention to the office safe and quick- 
ly emptied it of valuables. 

In a few minutes the train was due and 
when the theadlizht became visible, two of 
the men quietly left the office and sta- 
tioned themselves a short distance from the 
depot in the yards, where the darkness was 
deepest. When the train passed them they 
clambered onto the front end of the mail 
car, and, crawling up on the tender, cov- 
ered the engineer @nd fireman with their 
guns, ordering them to obey orders or take 
the consequences. 

As the train slowed down, the conductor 
and two brakemen, with their lanterns in 
hands. came running forward to see what 
was the matter. 

“You men can go bdack to the passenger 
coaches,” said an outlaw, “‘We have a little 
business here, and can get along without 
your assistance.” 

The conductor and brakemen retired. The 
mail and express cars were cut loose and 
the engineer was ordered to pull ahead 
without loss of time. He threw open his 
throttle and quick time was made for a 
mile, beyond Cochis, to a point where the 
robbers had hitched their horses. Here the 
train was brought to a standstill. 

The robbers exploded three charges of 
dynamite before they succeeded in wreck- 
ing the safe 

Reports to-day from Cochis are that th 
posses after the bandits foliowed the trai 
of two of them to within a half mile of 
Wilcox. where the trail was lost. They 
are believed to be members of the San 
Simon gang, and probably will escape to 
Mexico. 

Messenger Adair, whose car was held up, 
killed an outlaw during a similar exper'i- 
ence at Stein’s Pass a year ago. 

Some weeks ago all the trains leading out 
of the city were carrying armed guards in 
the express cars to protect themselves 
against outlaws, but the expense was 
deemed unnecessary and they were dropped 
from the pay rolls. It is now probable that 
guards will again be put on the cars.

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KEARSARGE WILL MAKE HER 
TRIAL TRIP SEPT. 25. 


HER BIG GUNS ARE IN POSITION. 


She Must Make an Average Speed of 
Sixteen Knots Per Hour for 
Four Hours. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen has approved the request of the 
Newport News Co. that the battleship Kear- 
sarge undergo her official trial on Sept. 2%. 
This action was taken upon the recommen- 
dation of ‘Admiral Wichborn, who has re- 
ceived reports from Naval Constructor 


Woodward and the company regarding the 
present progress of the work. 

Mr. Woodward reported that the eight 
and 18-inch guns and the armor for their 
turrets are now in position, as well as the 
other armor for the vessel. ‘“‘With due 
vigilance,” Mr. Howard says, ‘I believe 
that it is possible for the contractors to 
complete their installation of the turret 
turning controller, forward turret, so that 
it may-be rotated ghile at sea. It would 
appéar that the condition of the vessel sub- 
mitted by the contractors for her official 
trial will be as required by the department 
in its indorsement to the effect that all the 
turrets and turret gun@ must be in place 
before trial. It would further appear that 
the condition of the vessel would be such 
as to confirm the opinion as to her be- 
havior and strength in a seaway when ex- 
amined by a trial board on her official trial.

It seems to me, after giving the gsub- 
ject a great deal af thought, that the Re- 
publicans in Congress will have to examine 
the subject thoroughly, and whenever they 
find a trust is depending for its exorbitant 
profits largely on protective duties, <t will 
be the duty of Republican Congressmen 
and Senatore to remove the duties at once.

It Is Understood That the 
Make a Complete Bl 
All Philippine Ports. 


NASHIWNGTON, Sept. 11.—Considerabie 
progress has been made by Gen. Otis upon 
the plan of campaign he will inaugurate 
upon the beginning of the dry season. To 
prevent similar preparations being made by 
the insurgents and perhaps a safe fore- 
runner to the comprehensive operations to 
occur when the conditions permit, an of- 
fensive movement by the commands of 
Major-Generals MacArthur and Lawton 
will begin at once. It had been expected 


that this movement would have begun last 
week, but evidently either the preparations 
have not been completed or the elements 
have prevented, for up to this time, so far 
as the department has been advised, noth- 
ing has been done. The officials are in 
hourly expectation, however, of advices 
showing that the columns under command 
of the officers named have begun a new 
campaign against Aguinaldo’s troops. 

Gen. Otis proposes to divide the army 
of 64,6449 combatants and the mountain 
batteries and dynamite guns which he will 
have in December into two division, com- 
manded by MacArthur and Lawton. One 
of these will operate to the north of Man- 
ila and the other to the west and south. 
Each division will operate in two military 
provinces to be defined by Gen. Otls, but 
there will be effective and prompt co-oper- 
ation when i{t is desirable. 

It is expected that each commander will 
have six brigades under his command, the 
remainder of the troops being employed 
to garrison Manila and other seaport towns 
through which the ineurgents receive sup- 
plies. Lawton will be required to make 
quick movements, and it is proposed to 
place the cavalry brigade under his com- 
mand. 

The navy and marine corps will also be 
doing effective work. It is understood to 
be the intention of the Administration to 
enforce a strict blockade of the Philip- 
pine ports. This action has been considered 
upon the recommendation of Admiral Wat- 
xeon, Who has called attention to the 
amount of supplies which the insurgents 
have been receiving. The blockade which 
will be enforced will be municipal in char- 
acter, so as to prevent any foreign nations 
seizing upon the blockade, if it were for- 
mally deciared, as a pretext for the recog- 
nition of the Filipinos as belligerenta.

Thirty-six wom- 
en of this class flocked about Citq Attor- 
ney’s Taylor’s desk and fixed their cases 
by paying costs. The costs in each case 
were $3.5 Many or these same women 
paid costs Saturday and several other days 
last week. Not one woman was tried be- 
fore Judge Kinsey for the offense with 
which she was charged. : 

In the case of a person charged with be- 
ing a keeper the ordinance says that $50 
shall be the minimum fine. Kate Moffat 
and Mamie Acair were two women with the 
charge of keeper against them. Mamie is 
charged with having robbed Dr. Thompson 
cof Kansas City of $2710 Sunday night. There 
was a consultation of Mamie Adair, her 
lawyer and City Attorney DPaylor and Judge 
Kinsey. At the conclusion of the pariey 
Judge Kinsey leaned back in his chair and 
announced that Mamie Adair was fined $5.

COTTON CROP AT ITS WORST 


Condition in September Is.68.5 the 
Lowest, With One Exception at Any 
Time in the Lest 25 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The monthly 
report of the statistician of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows the average con- 
dition of cotton on Sept. 1 to have been 
65.0, aS compared with & last month, 79.8 
on Sept. 1, 1338, 78.3 at the corresponding 
date in 1897, and 78.4 the mean of September 
averages for the last 10 years. The con- 
dit-on on the first of the present month 
was, with the exception of the year 1896, 
the lowest September condition in 2% years. 

There was a general impairment of con- 
dition during August, amounting to 6 points 
in Alabama, 8 in (Mississippi and Tennessee, 
10 in North Carolina and Georgia, 12 in 
South Carolina’ and Louisiana, 16 in Flori- 
da, 2 in Oklahoma, 4 in Arkansas, 3 in 
Texas and # in Indian Territory.

WONDERFUL FERNS FOR THE ST. LOUIS FLOWER SHOW. 
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Ferns growing on their own stems. and 
presenting the forms of animals, ships, 
houses and other objects will be one of the 
features of the next annual flower show, 
which will open in the Coliseum Monday, 
Nov. 12, and continue for a week. 


These ferns in the grotesque forms they 
assume is something entirely new in floral 
culture in St,.Louls. The ferns are import- 
ed from Germany and the first importation 
was received by Jule J. Beneke on Monday. 


The ferns are somewhat different from 
those that grow wild in Missour!. They 
somewhat resemble the maiden hair fern, 
only the stems are considerably shorter and

The roots of the new fern strongly re- 
semble the large tow twine used in wrap- 
ping new furniture. It is about one-fourth 
of an inch in diameter and has & dead 
appearance.
